Home for Aged and Indigent Females. 

On Wednesday of last week, a Home, N 
Charles street, was dedicated. ‘The President, Hew 
ry B. Rogers Esq., made a statement of the origin 
and object of the Institution, ‘The topies on which 
he spoke, were the utility, necessity, and the means 
of accomplishing the object. ‘The condition of our 
city is different from what it was formerly. New in- 
stitutions grow out of new exigencies. ‘This institu- 
tion has grown out of the fact, that the number of 
aged nurses, needle women and widows, have great-| 
ly increased. ‘These classes of females have spent 
their strength and health in works of usefulness, in 
doing good to others. Io the decline ot life, when 
they can labor no longer, they need a quiet home. 
This assoc 0 is formed todo this work. The So- 
ciety have already received about two thousand dol- 
lars in subscriptions and donations. They have pe- 
titioned the city government for a lot of land, on 
which to erect a house, Similar instiutions are al- 
ready in successful operation in New York and Phil- 
adelphia.
